. shals and charged with setting 
• fire to the historic building 
He is free on a $1,000 bond. 

Anderson was employed as 
building manager by Nash- 
wlle, Tenn., entrepreneur Au- 
brey Mayhew, who had 
planned to convert the infa- 
mous structure into a museum 
of Kennedy memorabilia. 

Capt. B. V. Gulley, a fire de- 
partment investigator, testi- 
'fied that several five-gallon 
gasoline containers were 
found on the ground floor of 
the vacant building after the ; 
fire.
